UNCLE SAM’S CONSCIENCE FUND. 


Since the day s of President Madison the Treasury 
Dc|>ar(inent has had a conscience fund, started by a 
man who had defrauded the government out of $5 
aud y ears later became consck'nce-strlektu. More 
than liOO.OOl) has been paid into the fund, which is 
so much gain, inasmuch as the government had nev 
er missed the money . 
The la rgest amount returned at one time was 
130,buO and the sm allest one cent, paid a« duty on a 
lead iH nc:l bought in Uaiiada and brought across to 
Buffalo. 
However eonscience-strieken contributors to the 
fund may be. they seldom reveal their identity when 
turning in money , but tnat matters little to them as 
the Treasury keei« all names confidential. 
One remarkable thing about the fund is that pay ­ 
ments vary little from y ear to y ear. Pay ments in 
1930 and 1931 showed a difference of only 19 in favor 
of the latter y ear. The largest pay ment was more 
than I5Ó.U0Ü made in 1916. ab<oit eight tim es the 
amount usually received' irt a y ear. Treasury offi­ 
cials were unable to accmint for it. but believed it 
was because pi'uple tliouglit the United States might 
be drawn into the World war and needed all the 
money it could get.— Youngstown Vindicator,

Our tex t fo r to day is acco rding to 
Dav id, as he spo ke at leng th co ncern­ 
ing the rig hteo us. 
The entire dis­ 
co urse, as reco rded in the first chap­ 
ter o f Psalms, lay s stress upo n the 
theo ry that Go d will take care o f His 
o wn; that he who walks in the way 
o f the Lo rd shall pro sper, and shall be 
able to carry o n in the face o f adv er­ 
sities. 


Ag ain, in the third chapter, we 
find the Psalmist emphasizing the 
same tho ug ht, as fo llo ws: “ Trust in 
the Lo rd and do g o o d, so shalt tho u 
dwell in the land, and v erily tho u 
shalt be fed. Delig ht thy self also in 
the Lo rd; and He shall g iv e thee the 
desires o f thine heart. 
Co mmit thy 
way unto the Lo rd; tnist in Him; and 
He shall bring it to pass.” The truth 
o f such a do ctrine is v erified in Ro ­ 
mans 8 :2 8 in these wo rds: “ All thing s 
wo rk to g ether fo r g o o d to tho se who 
lo v e the Lo rd.” 


Perhaps, it may be a little difficult 
fo r so me o f us to believ e that Go d 


do es take care o f His children just 
as fully as these Scripture references 
wo uld indicate. We may , and do ubt­ 
less do , kno w o f ho mes wherein there 
is distress and dire need o f the neces­ 
sities o f life, which appear to dis­ 
credit the theo ry adv anced by the 
Psalmist and in the Scripture acco rd­ 
ing to Ro mans.

and tho u shalt be fed.” “ Delig ht thy ­ 
self also in the Lo rd; and He shall 
g iv e thee the desires o f thine heart.”

Such are 
the co nditio ns upo n which the pro m­ 
ises o f Go d are predicated.

Our text for today is according to 
David, as he spoke at length concern­ 
ing the righteous. 
The entire dis­ 
course, as recorded in the first chan­ 
ter of Psalms, lays stress upon the 
theory that God will take care of His 
own; that he who walks in the way 
of the Lord shall prosper, and shall be 
able to carry on in the face of adver­ 
sities. 


Again, in the third chapter, we 
find the Psalmist emphasizing the 
same thought, as follows: “Trust in 
the Lord and do good, so shalt thou 
dwell in the land, and verily thou 
shalt be fed. 
Delight thyself also in 
the Lord; and He shall give thee the 
desires of thine heart. 
Commit thy 
way unto the Lord; trust in Him; and 
He shall bring it to pass.” The truth 
of such a doctrine is verified in Ro­ 
mans 8 :28 in these words: “All things 
work together for good to those who 
love the Lord.” 


Perhaps, it may be a little difficult 
for some of us to believe that God 


does take care of His children just 
as fully as these Scripture references 
would indicate. We may, and doubt­ 
less do, know of homes wherein there 
is distress and dire need of the neces­ 
sities of life, which appear to dis­ 
credit the theory advanced by the 
Psalmist and in the Scripture accord­ 
ing to Romans. 
Even so, we must 
not forget that these promises are 
conditional. 
“Trust in the Lord - - - 
and thou shalt be fed.” “Delight thy­ 
self also in the Lord; and He shall 
give thee the desires of thine heart.” 
“All things work together for good to 
those who love the Lord.” Such are 
the conditions upon which the prom­ 
ises of God are predicated. 


The writer does not profess to have 
sufficient faith. 
Hence, by choice, 
such subjects are selected for discus­ 
sion. 
It adds to our faith when, as 
we consider these subjects, and con­ 
fess that all short-comings in these 
matters are with us, and not with 
God.
